Peking. Feb. 13.—A few days ago 


Count von AValJersee wrote to the 
general* under his tupenision noti- 
fying them to have all their available 
troops ready In two werks for an ex- 
pedition lasting SO days. Sunday Gen. 
I'haffre and (Jen. Yoyron, the French 
commander, recriied letters asking 
for their cooperation and expressing 
a desire to know what forces they 
can spare. In commencing his letter 
to Gen. Chaffee. Count von AValdertee 
*ays: 
"Owing to the unsatisfactory 


nature of the negotiations for peace 
and also to circumstances rendering 
such s course de^raMe. it will prob- 
ably be necessary to resume military 
operations on a large i-cale, especially 
toward the west."

• It is not thought likely that 'Gen. 
Chaffee will agree to such a plan 
without Instructions from AA'ashing- 
ton. 
The French commander, how- 


ever, is expected to do so. Count Ton 
AValderree's plans contemplate offer- 
ing the command of the expedition In 
the first instance to Sir Alfred Gase- 
lee. the liritish commander, but it is 
belieied that. In view of his recent 
IIIness.Gen. Gaselee will inform Count 
von AValdersee that he is unable to 
accept the command. In lhat event 
it will be offered to Gen. Yoyron. pro- 
tided the French fall in with the ar-

States' recent alleged discrimination 
against sugar from here. AB increase 
In the tariff in the principal imports 
from America, lhat practically is pro- 
hibitory, will take effect on March 1. 
This advance in the rates of <Iuty on 
Imports, vhe.se value last yearamount- 
ed to $30,000.0on. was announced Sat- 
urday in a decree by M.<!e AATtte, min- 
ister of finance. It strikes at no coun- 
try except the t'cited State*, and by 
many here is looked upon as the be- 
ginning of a tariff war. The decree 
i* based upon tee first paragraph of 
irticle G23 of the custom* statute.
